A delicate, frail woman by the name of Mary Webb died in England 
on October 8. 1927—neglected, and almost unknown. 
She left a legacy 
to the world of but a half dozen books and a few stories— yet her fame is 
secure—one of the greatest writers England has ever produced. 
Her 
lovely “Precious Bane" is a masterpiece of writing. In her nature book 
"The Spring of Joy” she wrote of the happiness “of the minds of the 
simple-hearted, W'ho are the Magi of the world."
